Eisenhower, Nixon 
And Stevenson to 
Moke Final Pleas

WASHINGTON <119—The White 
House said today it was “ridicu­ 
lous” for Adlai E. Stevenson to ac­ 
cuse [resident Eisenhower of ap­ 
proving Republican campaign m a­ 
terial that Stevenson said parallels 
Communist propaganda. 
James C. Hageriy, Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er’s press secretary, returned Stev­ 
enson’s fire as the 20th Century’s 
most remarkable off-year election 
campaign roared to a close. 
Tuesday is election day. By Tues­ 
day night the returns will begin to 
show what success Mr. Eisenhower 
had in his llth-hour blitz to pull a 
COP victory out of what seemed a 
few days ago to be probable defeat 
Democrats have accused the Re­ 
publicans of resorting to “desper­ 
ate” mud slinging in the whirlwind 
windup. Stevenson hung the charge 
directly on Mr. Eisenhower Satur­ 
day night, asserting that the Presi­ 
dent had condoned statements by 
GOP speakers, notably Vice Presi 
dent Richard M. Nixon, that past 
Democratic administrations achiev­ 
ed prosperity only through war 
Stevenson said this had been stan 
dard Communist propaganda for 
years. 
The massive Republican effort 
was compressed within the final IO 
days of the campaign. 
It came too 
late for results — if any — to be 
sensed by pollsters and pulse feel 
ere. In fact, James A. Farley, for­ 
mer Democratic national chairman 
and an old political pro, maintains 
that events in the final two weeks 
of a campaign change few if any 
votes. 
Aside from this, however, the 
campaign consensus has been that 
the 1954 Democratic tide was suf­ 
ficient to shift the House and, per­ 
haps, the Senate, to Democratic 
control when the 84th Congress 
meets next January. 
Party leaders will be on the air 
tonight in traditional appeals for 
eligible citizens to vote.

Predict 3.5 
To 4 Million 
Votes in Illinois 


Douglas and Meek 
Battle Through 
Closing of Campaign 


CHICAGO HP— Democratic Sen 
Paul ll. Douglas and his Republi­ 
can opponent, Joseph T 
Meek, 
battled through the closing hours 
of the Illinois campaign today as 
observers predicted a turnout of 
3 12 to 4 million voters in Tues­ 
day’s election. 
The Weather Bureau predicted 
that election day will be fair but 
cold with the tem perature staying 
below 
freezing daylong 
in the 
northern part of the state and be 
low 40 in the south portion. 
Estimates of the number of bal­ 
lots expected to be cast were ris­ 
ing in view of the last minute cam ­ 
paign spurt staged by the Repub­ 
licans, led by President Eisenhow­ 
er. 
Meek and Douglas were slugging 
it out to the final gong. 
Douglas will wind up his cam ­ 
paign tonight, as he did his suc­ 
cessful 1948 campaign when he 
first won a seat in the Senate, with 
a torchlight parade at Joliet. 
Meek visited workers 
at the 
Western Electric Co. plant at noon 
today. 
Both men will make lith hour 
appeals for votes over television.

In his Western Electric appear­ 
ance, Meek charged Douglas with 
making huge campaign expendi-

doesn’t come from nickel and dime

William G. Stratton said 
he expects Meek to win by 250,000

Democratic National Committee 
man Jacob M Arvey said Douglas 
would win by 100,000, while Demo- 
, cratic Cook county chairman p re­ 
dicted the senator would retain his 
seat by 300,000 votes. 
Douglas said he wanted to insure 
' there would be no “ slow' counts” 
such as “ in 1952 when the county 
clerk of Lake county held the bal­ 
lots in his vault . . . for 19 days” 
before releasing them for certifi­ 
cation.

The blue ballot contains three constitutional propositions. 


It must be returned to the judge of the election with your 
regular ballot 
The judge is required under law to demand that 
the ballot be returned 
It must not be thrown to the floor or 
left in the booth, as has been done in the past. 


We recommend that the ballot be voted. 


We recommend further that you vote "no” on the first pro­ 
posal 
that of redistricting the state and giving a majority in 
one h o u se ol tin1 General Assembly to Cook county. 


We recommend that you vote “yes” on the two other propo­ 
sitions on the blue ballot. 


Regardless of your choice on the propositions, however, the 
blue ballot should bt* voted and returned to the election judge 
in your precinct.

Big Three to 
Draft Rejection 
To Soviet Note 


W ill Bor Conference 
On Germany Until 
New Pact Ratified 


WASHINGTON tipi 
The United 
States, Britain 
and France will 
meet in London shortly to draft 
formal notes rejecting Russia’s call 
for an early Big Four conference 
on Germany, informed sources said 
today. 
The drafting session may get 
underway this week with a team 
of Big Three experls. The aim will 
be to bar Big Four talks until aft­ 
er the new Allied agreements on 
Germany have been ratified 
It was understood the Big Three 
will be careful not to rule out a 
possible future meeting with the 
Russians after the German agree 
ments have gone into effect and 
given the Allies a .stronger bargain­ 
ing position. 
Harold E, Stassen. foreign aid 
administrator just back from a 10- 
day tour of Europe, said in an in­ 
terview that the signing of the 
agreements has produced a “ m ark­ 
ed 
change” 
in European public 
opinion 
He said he found more 
“ friendliness” and “ better under­ 
standing” for the United States 
than in a long time 
France cleared the way for the 
London drafting session by assur­ 
ing the United States that it will 
not press for a conference with 
Russia before the ratification pro­ 
cess has been completed. This is 
not expected until early next year 
at the earliest 
President Eisenhower announced 
Saturday that the administration 
will submit 
the agreements on 
Germany to the Senate at its spe 
cia! session next week on the cen 
sure of Sen Joseph R 
McCarthy. 
The idea is to clear the way for 
Senate approval of certain key pro 
visions when the new full session 
opens in January. 
Russia’s recent proposal for big- 
power talks on unification of G er­ 
many, now divided into free and 
Communist areas, has been view­ 
ed generally by Western diplomats 
as a poorly - concealed effort to 
wreck the plan to rearm Western 
Germany and restore its sovereign 
ty. 
American officials have said they 
are sure Russia never would agree 
to free all German elections which 
the West would demand as the first 
condition toward a unified Cor 
many.
